}U T this could give Henry no Title, 
for ’tis plain that whilft any of the 
Iffue of Lionel Duke of Clarence, 
the third Son of Henry the Third, 
were in Being, no Right of Blood 
could defcend to him, who deriv’d 
his Pedigree only from Yokn of 
Gaunt, who was but bis fourth Son ; atid he plainly 
Shewed, what a good Opinion he had of a Parliamentary 
Title to the Crown, when in the Seventh Year of his 
Reign, he procured an A& of Parliament to pats, 
whereby the Inheritance of the Crown and Realms of 
England and France were fettled upon himfelf for Life, 
and the Remainder entail’d upon his four Sons, by 
Name, and the Iffues of their Bodies begotten. He 
was contented that it fhould be limited no farther, but 
that after Failure of his own Iffue, it fhould go accord- 
ing to the general Dire€tion of the Law ; and he made 
a Charter foon after, whereby he fettled the Crown pur- 
fuant to this A& of Parliament, Pcft ipfum fucceffive 
havedibus fuis de ipfius corpore legittime procreandis : Which 
Charter was again confirmed in Parliament the twenty- 
fecond of December, 8 Henry 4. and the original Charter 
is fil] to he feen in the Cotton Library. 





Immediately upon the Death of Henry the Fourth, a 
Parliament met at Weftminfter, and there according to 
the Cuftom of the Realm, it was debated who fhould 
be King ; but all Men had entertained fo good Thoughts 
of Prince Henry, that without ftaying ’till the whole 
Affembly had declar’d him King, divers of them began 
to fwear Allegiance to him; a Thing ftrange, and with- 
out Precedent! as only occafioned by the extraordinary 
Opinion, which was generally conceived of him before, 
and the certain Right vefted in him by A& of Parlia- 
ment.

Henry the Fifth dying, and leaving bat one Son, who 
was an Infant of eight Months old, Titiws Livius fays, 
there was fome Doubt, whether he fhould be accepted 
as King; but as foon as his Father’s Funerals were 
folemniz’d, the Eftates of the Realm of England affem- 


bling and confulting together, they declared Lienry the 
Sixth to be their Sovereign, 


In the thirty-fifth Year of Henry the Sixth, anew 
Limitation of the Crown was made by Parliament; for 
tho’ the King had a Son then living, yet it was cnaéted, 
that during his Life, only Henry the Sixth thould hold 
and enjoy the Crown, and that during his Life Richard 
Duke of York, thould be repured and ftil’d Heir appa- 
rent tothe Crown, and that it fhould be Treafon to com- 


pafs his Death; and afer the Death, Refignation, @¢ | 





of Henry, the Crown was limited in Remainder to 
Richard and his Heirs, with a Provifo, that if Henry, 
or any in his Behalf, fhould endeavour to difannul or 
fruftrate this A@, shat then Richard fhould have the 
prefent Poffeffion of the Crown, and by Force of this 
A& of Parliament, the fame Duke of York taking Ad- 
vantage of Fenry’s Violation of it, did lay claim to, and 
and attempt the Recoyery of the Kingdom, as alfo did 
his Son Edward after him with better Succels; and £d- 
ward did openly infift upon this Title in the Speech 
which he made at this Coronation, 


It was alfo declared by Edward's firft Parliament, in 
the fir Year of his Reign, that Henry the Sixth having 
broken the aforefaid Concord in many Particulars, the 
Crown was duly devolved to Edward the Vourth, by 
Virtue thereof. 


A'terwards Edward the Fourth, being driven out o! 
the Kingdom in the Tenth Year of his Reign, the 
Parliament did‘ again entail the Crown on Henry: the 
Sixth, and the Heirs-Male of his Body, with the RKe- 
mainder to George Duke of Clarence, Brother to Ldward 
the Fourth, who was thereby alfo declared Heir to 
Richard Duke of York. 


‘Tis worthy Obtfervation, that both the Families of 
York aud Lancafler claim'da Title by Aét of Parliament, 
and as long as that Title continued, the Iffue of Henry 
the Fourth had never any Difturbance from the Pretences 
of the Houle of York, who had uadoubredly the Right 
of Blood on their Side: But as foon as Richard Duke of 
York had a Title vefted in him py the Statute made in 
the Thisty-ninth Year of Henry the Sixth, then he 
thought ic was worth contending for ; nor did he and 
his Son defiit "till they had driven out Henry the Sixth. 


Edward the Fourth did recover the Kingdom apain 
as fuddenly as he loft it, and .prevaii'd with his Par- 
liament to repeal that A&t which was made during his 
Expulfion, and fo left the Crown to that young unfor- 
tunate Prince Edward the Fifth, who held it not long 
cnough to have it put on him with the ufual Solemnity, 
for though he was proclaim’d, he was never crown’d 
King; for his Uncle Richard Duke of Gloucefier, hav- 
ing fecured him and his Brother in the Zower, did cun- 
ningly infinuate the Baflardy of his Nephew, and thar 
Edward the Fourth had another Wife living at the 
Time of his Marriage to their Mother, and alfo at the 
Time of their Birth.

and that his Brother George Duke of Clarence was attainted 
of High ‘Treafon by Parliament, in the 17:h Year of 
Edward the Fourth's Reign; By Reason whereof all the 
Iffue of the faid George were and ave difailed and bavr'd 
of all Right and Claim, that in any Cafe they might have or 
challenge by Inkevitance to th ¢ Crocen, ant Dignity Royal of 
this Realm, by the ancient Laws and Cufoms of the fame. 
Afier which, confidering that none of the uncorrupted, 
lineal Blood of Richard Duke of Dork could be found 
bur in his Perfon (fay they) We Parvechofur and do choo/e 
you our Sovereign King and Lord. Then the Bill proceeds 
in reciting, that all the Learned in the Laws do approve 
his Tile, and declaring him King, as well by Right of 
Confanguinity and Inheritance, as by lawful Eledtion, 
und entails the Crown on him and the Heirs of his Body, 
and declares his Son Heir apparent: ‘To which the 
Kiog gave his Royal Affentin thefe Words: Ft idem 
dominus rex, de affenfu diftorum trium flatuum regni, et

But the barbarous Murder of his Nephews did foon

Sir Eowarn Coxe defcribes how a Peer is to be tried, 
in Cafe of Treafon, &c. before the Lord High- 
Steward of Engiand, as follows : 


E moft be indiéted before Commiffioners of Oycr 

and Terminer, or inthe Aime's Bench, if the Trea- 
ion or Mifprifion, Felony, or Mulprifion of Kelony, be 
commited in that County where the Aing's- Bench fit ; 
when he is indiéted, then the King, by his Commiulion 
under the great Seal of England, conttitu.es tome Peer 
of the Realm to be, bac vice, Steward of England, who 
is Judge in this Cale. “The Commithioners recites the 
Judgment generally as’tis found, and Power given to 
the Lord Steward to receive the Indi€tment, &c. and 
‘to proceed fecundum Legem et Confuetudinem Anglia. A 
Commandment is alfo given by the fame tothe Peers 
of the Realm to be Attendant and Obedient to him; as 
alfo to the Lieutenant of the Zower, to bring the Prifon- 
er before his Lordfhip. 

Then a Certiorari is awarded out of Chancery, to re- 
move che Indiétment itfelf before the Lord Sieward ; 
which may either bear date the fame Day of the Scew- 
ard’s Commiflion, or any Day after. The Lord Srew- 
ard directs his Precept under his Seal to the Commiflio- 
ners, to certify the Indi€étment fuch a Day and Place. 
He alfo makes two other Precepts, one to the Conftable 
or Lieutenant of the Zower, to bring '!the Body of the 
Prifoner before him, at fuch a Day and Place; as allo 
toa Serjeant at Arms to fummon, Tot & tales Domin s, 
Magnates EP Procercs bujus Regni Anglia pradifli R. Co 
mitis E. Pares, per quos vei veritas melins ciri poterit, 
quod ipfi perfonaliter compareant coram predict. Sinejchalio 
apud Wefim taii die & hora ad fiend. ea qua ex parte 
Domini Regis forent facienda, &c. 

In this Summons four Things are obfervable, 

1. That all the Precepts, moft commonly, bear date 
in one Day. 

2. That no Number of Peers be named in the Precept, 
and yet there muft be twelve or above. 

3. That the Precept is awarded for the Return of the 
Peers, before any Arraignment or Plea, pleaded by the 
Prifoner, 

4 Thatthe Lords are not de vicineto ; aud therefore 
the Sitting and ‘Trial may be in any County of £n3- 
land, 

Atthe Day, the"Lord High Steward, with fix Ser 
jeants at Arms betore him, takes his Place under a Cloth 
of State ; and then the Clerk of the Town delivers to 
him his Commiffion, who re-delivers it. Afier three 
O Yes's by a Serjeant at Arms, and Commandment given 
inthe Name of the Lord High Steward of England to 
keep Silence, the Commiffion is read; and the Uther 
delivers to the Steward a white Rod, who re-delivers 
the fame, which he holds before the Lord High Screw 
ard, Ir was deliver’d, upon the like Occafion to the 
Earl of Shrewsbury; by Garter King at Arms 

O Yes being again made, Commandment is given in 
the Nime of the High-Steward to all Juftices and Com- 
mifiioners to certify all Indiétments and Kecords; which 
being deliver'd into Court, the Clerk of the Crown 
ready the Return, and the Seajeant at Arms is Command - 
ed to return his Precepr, with the Names of the Eurls 
and Barons by him fummoned, and the Return of that 
isalfo read; then are the Peers fummoned to anfwer to 
their Names, which are received, 

W hen they have taken their Places, and the Prifoner 
fer tothe Bar, then the Lord High Steward declares 
unto. them the Caufe of their Affembly, and perfuades 
the Prifoner to anfwer without Fear, aifuring him that 
he fhall be heard with Patience, andthat Jultice fall 
be done to him 

After this, the Clerk of the Crown reads the Iadiét- 
ment, and proceeds to the Arraignment of the Prifoner ; 
aud, if he plead Not Guilty, the Entry is, Lt de Loc de 
bono CP malo ponit fe fuper Pares fuos, &e. Atier which 
the Lord High-Sreward gives a Charge to the Peers, 
except horting chem to try the Prifoner indifferently, ac- 
cording to their Evidence, which is opened by the 
King’s Learned Council, who produce their Proots for 
the King againft the Prifoner. oe all the Judges, 
as ever attendant upon the Lord High-Sieward, and 
take heir Places at the Feet of the Peers. 

Afier the Evidence is given for the King, and the 
Prifoner’s Defence made, he is withdrawn from the ar, 
under the Cuftody of the Lieutenant, whilft the Tryers 
go to fome Place to confider of their Evidence ; upon 
Debate of which, if they doubt of any matter, they 
cannot fend to che High -Steward to ask the Judges any 
Queftions of Law, burin the Hearing of the Pritoner, 
that he may know wherher the Cute be righily pur, de 
fatto jus oritur ; neither canthey tend tor the Judges to 
know their Opinion, bur the High-S:eward ought to 
demand it in Court, inthe Prelence of the Prifoner, 





W hen the Lords are agreed, they return into Court, 
and the Lord High-Steward publickly in open Court, 
beginni'g with the Poifny [ord, fays unto him, Aly 
Lord A is W.V.S. guilty of the Treafons wherecf be bath 





been indifted and arraigned, or any of them? And the Lord 
Randing up fays, Guilty, or Not Guiliy ; and fo upward 
ot the «eft feriatim. 

The Peers having given their Verdi in the Abfence 
of the Prifoner, the Prifoner is brought to the Bar, 
whom the Lord High Steward acquaints with the Ver- 
diét of his Peers, and gives Judgement accordingly, 
either of Condemnation, or Acquittal. 

After the Service is perform'd, and O ?%s made for 
diffolving the Commiffion, the white Rod is taken by 
the Lord High Steward io both his Hands, and brokea 
in Pieces.
